Gould, Say Witnesses 


CALLED HIM "NEW BEAU" 


Floor Clerks In Philadelphia Hotel 


and Former Gould Chauffeur Take 


Witness Stand—Servants Give Fur- 


ther Testimony That Plaintiff Was 


Repeatedly Seen by Them Under 


Influence of Liquor 


New York, June 19.—The flow of 


testimony adduced by the defense in 
the suit for separation brought by 
Katherine C. Gould against her hus- 
band, Howard 
Gould, kept edging 


more and more Friday toward Dustin 
Farnum, 
the 
actor, 
"whose 
broad 


shoulders and mop of curly hair have 
become a familiar figure in the case. 


There was in addition further itera- 


tion by servants and personal attend- 
ants that Mrs. Gould was repeatedly 
seen by them under the Influence of 
liquor and that when she had been 
drinking, as they 
alleged 
on 
the 


stand, she changed from a. charming, 
affable woman to a, creature of whim 
and caprice, ill-tempered, not nice 
in her choice of language, overbear- 
ing, quarrelsome. 


Mrs. 
Gould's 
one-time 
personal 


valet swore that at one time he served 
his mistress two quarts of Manhattan 
cocktails in two days, in addition to 
the -wines and liquors which he said 
she drank at table. 
In cross-exam- 


ining the witnesses, 
Clarence 
J. 


Shearn, for Mrs. Gould, strove always 
to prove either that they had a per- 
sonal grudge against her or that they 
were under obligations to Gould. 


Endearing epithets twice 
embel- 


lished the testimony. John H. Kim- 
ball, an oil and paint dealer, who said 
he had known Gould for eighteen 
years, testified that he went to a per- 
formance of "The Virginian" in Au- 
gust, 1906,-with Mr. and Mrs. Elijah 
Sells and the Goulds at the Academy 
of Music in this city, and that Dustin 
Farnum, flie star of the play, joined 
the party outside the playhouse after 
the performance and spoke to Mrs. 
Gould. 
She smiled, the witness tes- 


tified, and said to the witness: "This 
Is my new beau." 


John Flynn, who said he had been 


employed by Mrs. Gould as a. chauf- 
feur, and that he had often driven her 
to meet Farnum after the play, testi- 
fied that on one occasion when the 
automobile, with Mrs. Gould in it, 
was waiting for Farnum at the Hotel 
Somerset, two men turned to the 
actor as he came out of the hotel door 
and asked him whose automobile was 
waiting. 
. "Oh," saidFamum, laughing, Flynn 
testified, "that is my new one." 
: 


At another time Flynn swore, when 


he rapped on Mrs. Gould's chamber 
door at the St. Regis, she called 
out: "All right, dearie," and then, 
when she saw who it was, excused 
herself with: "I thought it was Mr. 
Famum." 


Mary E. Harrison, who said she 


was a floor clerk -in- the 
Bellevue- 


Stratford hotel In Philadelphia, said 
that-Mrs. Gould occupied apartments 
on the floor where she was stationed 
In September, 
3906, and one morn- 


Ing, 
she said, she saw a man come 


out of Mrs. Gould's rooms about 7:30 
and take the elevator. She described 
the man as tall, with dark, bushy 
hair, and wearing a soft hat and a 
long coat. 


Florence Garner, who said she was 


also', employed in September, 
190G, 


as a floor-clerk In the Bellevue, on 
the fourteenth floor, when Dustin 
Famum was playing In Philadelphia, 
testified that Farnum had a room on 
that floor, at the same time Mrs.

Sigel, the German warrior who en- 
listed his services with the Union 
army during the Civil war, was, ac- 
cording to all indications, the victim 
of one of the most sordid murders In 
the history of New York. 


Taken from a trunk in a room of a 


Chinaman above a chop-suey restaur- 
ant in the Tenderloin, the body, in a 
state of decomposition which makes 
identification very difficult, 
lies in 


the morgue, while detectives are col- 
lecting the threads of a tangled story 
involving the girl and her associa- 
tions with Chinese. 


Elizabeth, or Elsie, was 20 years 


old and was greatly interested in mis- 
sion work among the Chinese. 
It is 


understood that she became acquaint- 
ed with one Chinaman who may be 
able to throw some light on the case, 
several years ago when he conduct- 
ed a cane-rack at an amusement parl; 
at Fort George. 
The Sigel home in 


the Bronx is not far away from that 
resort. 
Neighbors say that the calls 


of the Chinaman at the house ceased 
more than a year ago. 


An envelope addressed to the feir!, 


found in the room where the body 
lay, a locket bearing her initials, her 
disappearance on June 10 and a note 
found in the room, signed "Klsie," all 
seem to indicate that Elsie Sigel was 
murdered. 


The body was partially stripped ol 


its clothing, tied with ropes, wrapped 
in a faded blue blanket and crammed 
into a dilapitated trunk, where it lay 
lor a week at least before the odor 
crept through the building, arousing 
the suspicions of the phlegmatic pro- 
prietor of the restaurant below, who 
summoned the police and instituted 
an investigation.

cleaver, which gave further color to 
the murder theory as borne out by the 
bloody corpse. 


Mrs. Paul Sigel, early this morn- 


ing, when shown the jewelry found 
in the trunk containing the body of 
the murdered girl, Identified it as thai 
worn by her daughter, Elsie. 


Sun Leong, proprietor of the res- 


taurant, 
who also 
conducted 
mo 


rooming house 
above, 
disappeared 


shortly after the discovery of the mur- 
der, adding further obstacles to the 
mystery. 
The case has unusual-fea- 


tures, notable among which is the 
fact that a Chinaman has been known 
to call at the Sigd! home, presumably 
with the sanction o[ the parents. 


Paul Sigel arrived at the morgue to 


which place the body had been re- 
moved 
about 
midnight.

rangements were made so that ihe 
badly disfigured face could be seen to 
best advantage, but even then Sigel 
would not say that it was his daugh- 
ter. 
He declined to look at various
